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DEFINITIONS 


The following definitions are consistent with those in the Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration's (OSHA) "Recordkeeping and Reporting Guidelines for Federal Agencies," OSHA 
2014 and apply to terms used in this report. All definitions refer to occupational, or work- 
related, injuries, and illnesses. 


Fatality - Death resulting from an occupational injury or illness/disease. 


First Aid Case - Injury or illness requiring one or more visits to a medical facility during 
duty hours (or to or more during non-duty hours) for an exam or treatment beyond the date 
of injury with no leave or COP charged and no medical expenses incurred. 


Iilnesa/Disease - A nontraumatic physiological harm or loss of capacity produced by systemic 
infection; continued or repeated stress or strain; exposure to toxins, poisons, fumes, etc.; or 
other continued and repeated exposure to an adverse working condition over a long period of 
time. For practical purposes, an occupational illness/disease is any reported condition that 
does not meet the definition of injury. 


Incidence Rates - The number of injuries and illnesses per 100 employees. Injury/Illness 
data come from the U.S. Department of Labor, Employment Standards Administration, 
Office of Workers' Compensation Programs (OWCP). Civilian employment comes from the 
U.S. Office of Personnel Management (OPM), Workforce Analysis and Statistics Division, 
and represents a fiscal year average of full- and part-tirie employment. 


Incident - A work-related injury or illness/disease. 


Injury - A traumatic wound or other condition of the body caused by external force, 
including exposure to environmental hazards, stress or strain. Identifiable as to time and 
place of occurrence and member or function of the body affected, an injury is caused by a 
specific event, incident, or series of events or incidents within a single day or work shift. 


Lost-Time Case - A nonfatal traumatic injury that causes any loss of time from work beyond 
the day or shift on which it occurred; or a nonfatal nontraumatic illpess that causes loss of 
time from work or disability at any time. 


No Lost-Time Case - Injury or illness with medical expense but no COP or leave beyond the 
date of injury. 


Nontraumatic Injury/Illnees - An injury or illness that occurred as a result of a specific 
event, incident, or series of events over a period greater than one day or workshift. For the 
purposes of this publication, "“nontraumatic injury/illness" is used synonymously with the 
term "illness." 


Traumatic Injury/Illnees - An injury or illness that occurred as the result of a specific event, 
incident, or series of events within a single day or workshift. For the purposes of this 
publication, "traumatic injury/illness" is used synonymously with the term "injury." 


INTRODUCTION 


Federal Agencies are required by Executive Order 12196, “Occupational Safety and Health Programs for 
Federal Employees,” and 29 CFR Part 1960, “Basic Program Elements for Federal Employees 
Occupational Safety and Health Programs,” and independent requirements established by regulations 
developed through the Occupational Safety and Health Admiiistration’s (OSHA) 6(b) rulemaking 
processes to collect occupational injury and illness data, to analyze the data to identify unsafe and 
unhealthful working conditions, and to establish program priorities based on their analyses. OSHA has 
access to Agency records of occupational injuries and illnesses unless they are specifically required by 
Executive Order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign policy. 


OSHA uses injury/illness data from compensation claim forms submitted under the Federal Employees’ 
Compensation Act (FECA) and provided by the U.S. Department of Labor, Employment Standards 
Administration (ESA), Office of Workers Compensation Programs (OWCP), and the Office of Personnel 
Management (OPM). OSHA uses the data to set program priorities, identify Federal worksites for 
OSHA inspection, monitor agencies’ progress in reducing occupational injuries, illnesses, and fatalities, 
and to report on the status of Federal civilian employees’ safety and health. 


This document, “Summary of Occupational Safety and Health Statistics of the Federal Government, FY 
1990, 1991, 1992, and 1993 serves primarily to report Federal civilian employee occupational injuries 
and illnesses. OSHA anticipates that agencies can use this data as part of their safety and health 
programs designed to prevent workplace injuries and illnesses. 


Yearly Measures 


This report uses two yearly measures, the Federal Government fiscal year and the OWCP chargeback 
year. The Federal Government's fiscal year begins on October 1, ends on September 30, and is denoted 
by "FY." The OWCP injury/illness/fatality information and the OPM employment data are presented by 
fiscal year. 


Federal employee injury/illness incidence rates are presented in the tables below. OSHA determined 
these case rates by comparing the total number of Federal employees with the total number of OWCP 
claims reporting illness, injury, including first aid cases and by adjusting this comparison per 100 
employees. For example, for FY 1990 the calculations would be: 

Total # cases per 100 employees = 164,810 = 5.10 illness/injury 

Total # of Federal employees 3,233,322 rates 


Thus, an increase or decrease in total and lost-time incidence rates reflects an increase or decrease in 
the number of workers’ compensation claims filed during the specific time period.

Employment data used for calculating injury/illness rates is from the U.S. Office of Personnel 
Management (OPM), Workforce Analysis and Statistics Division. Employment is a fiscal 
year average of 12 monthly figures supplied ts OPM by the Federal agencies, and includes 
both full and part-time employees. 


Injury/Illness cases are based on claims data from the U.S. Department of Labor, Office of 
Worker's Compensation Programs (OWCP), with certain categories of denied cases removed 
(see introduction). Rates are the number of cases per 100 employees. Job Corps, Youth and 
young Adult Conservation Corps, Older American, volunteer, and Maritime Academy Cadet 
case identified by OWCP have been omitted from rate calculations due to the lack of 
employment data, and varying hours worked. The number of cases removed are included in 
agency footnotes. 


Due to the averaging of employment figures, the sum of the individual branches does not 
equal the total government employment figure. 


The employment figure for Legislative and Executive, Not Otherwise Classified (N.E.C>) was 
calculated by subtracting the sum of the agencys' employment figures from the branch total. 
The rates were determined by dividing this number into the total number of lost time and 
total cases for all unclassified agencies. These agencies have not been listed separately due 
to their small size. 


Action rates do not include those cases occurring to volunteers. 


Cases involving Youth and Young Adult Conservation Corps enrolles, Older American 
Program enrolles, volunteers, and other nonfederal employees were not included in the 
Department of Agriculture rates. 


Department of Education rates do not include cases at Gallaudet College, Howard University 
and Howard University Hospital which are reported through the Department of Education 
but are not under their control. 


The employment figures and case rates for the Alcohol, Drug Abuse and Mental Health 
Administration include St. Elizabeth's Hospital. 


Cases involving Youth and Young Adult Conservation Corps enrolles were not included in 
the Department of the Interior rates.

This data was provided by the Panama Canal Commission (PCC), with the exception of the 
total employment figure which was reported by OPM. 


Peace Corps rates do not include volunteers. 
Cases reported through OWCP for Smithsonian Private Trust Fund employees have been 
removed because these employees are not included in the OPM totals. Cases occurring to 


volunteers have been included in the rate because tiiey are not separately identified on the 
OWCP listing. 
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
